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The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The cited references do not teach covalently fixing at least one colorant, a 
sunscreen, shine agent, or hydrophobic reactive compound on the reactive sites 
formed on the surface of the keratin fibers. Shimura teaches reduction with a 
phosphine followed by dyeing. However, Shimura does not teach reducing disulphide 
bonds of the hair fibers by contacting the hair fibers with an aqueous reducing agent 
solution comprising a hydride present at a concentration of 0.01 to 0.5M, a 
hyperbranched polymer or a dendrimer with a terminal thiol functional groups, or a thiol 
present at a concentration of 0.05 to 5M.
